It is no accident that o ur n a­

the full o rb o f g lo rio us and no ur­ 
ishing harv est. The initial im­ 
petus, as we pll kno w, fo r the 
celebratio n o f the first Thanks­ 
g iv ing was a heart o f g ratitude 
fo r the Pro v idential miracle that 
feeds us. It was after the meag re 
cro ps had been g athered in by 
the first settlers o f the Ply­

BEFORE NEUBERGER 
Richard L. Neuberger, whose election as 
senator in Oregon gav e control of the Sen­ 
ate to the Democrats, is the first of his 
party to w in there since 1914. In that year 
George E. Chamberlain won his second 
term. 
Chamberlain was an important Oregon­ 
ian in his day. Elected twice as one of the 
state’s few Democratic gov ernors, he be­ 
came senator in an interesting way. Then 
the legislature elected senators, despite 
strong demand for popular election. Oregon 
therefore passed a law for a popular v ote 
on 
the senatorship, 
legislators 
hav ing 
pledged themselv es before election to ratify 
the people’s choice. Chamberlain won this 
v ote, and thus became senator through the 
v otes of a Republican legislature. 
In World War I Chamberlain felt the 
United States to be completely unprepared 
for war. He said so, winning praise from 
the Republicans, but gaining sharp criti­ 
cism from President Wilson. He was de­ 
feated for i, third term in the 1920 Hard-

Ev en 
when such facilities as the abov e are.not av ail­ 
able, parents will find that a definite program of 
education for homebound children with the co­ 
operation of the classroom teacher, if at all pos­ 
sible, will do much to help a child’s spirits and 
aid in his getting well.

The farm er say s: “When my cattle are 
ready to sell I either tak e what the m ark et 
brings or k eep on feeding the critters —_ and 
feed costs money . If the price mak es raising 
livestock pay , I raise more livestock . If it is 
to. low that I lose money. I quit.” It's the law 
of supply and demand.

And, five million farmers and ranchers de­ 
cide for themselves how many m eat critters 
they are going to raise and when to sell. It 
all boils down to “supply and demand,” 
which determines the price. TTiat goes for all 
manufactured goods. 
When Government assumes to stop reces­ 
sions with tax money, or by controlling prices, they should k eep 
political hands off and permit the free flow of supply and de­ 
mand to cure its own ailment. It may be tough for a tin» , but 
it’s soon over. The longest and worst depression we ever had 
was when Roosevelt prevented natural economic law from 
work ing its own cure.

When I heard about the hand 
shown today , play ed in an im­ 
portant team match, I wondered 
what modern bridge play ers use 
instead of red blood corpuscles. 
The sort of result shown today 
simply couldn’t happen if the 
play ers had the right attitude 
towards the game. 
At one table, as the bidding 
diagram 
shows, 
South 
play ed 
the hand at four spades. West 
opened the ace of hearts, and 
there was then no way to de­ 
feat the contract. South could 
ruff two hearts in the dummy 
and would still have a trump 
left for a finesse through East. 
The defenders could get only 
one heart, one diamond, and one 
club. 
. , 
West could have defeated the 


contract by leading a trump. 
Later on, East would win the 
first round of hearts and lead 
another trump. This would limit 
declarer to one heart ruff in the 
dummy , 
and 
the 
defenders 
would thus tak e two hearts, 
a 
diamond and a club, defeating 
the contract. 
At the other table, East was 
allowed to play the hand at four 
hearts. Since the break s in dia­ 
monds and clubs were fortu­ 
nate, East made an overtrick . 
He’d have needed very bad luck , 
however, to lose the contact. 
As you can see, the play of the 
cards was reasonable enough, 
but the bidding was hair-rais- 
ingly timid. How can West sell 
out to four spades when there 
is an excellent chance that both 
four spades and five hearts are 
mak eable contracts? 
When both sides bid up to a 
fairly high level, and when both 
sides have sound trump suits, it 
doesn’t pay to sell out too cheap. 
Instead of letting the opponents 
play the hand, bid one more of 
y our own side’s suit. 
Perhaps 
y ou’ll mak e this contract; and 
at worst you can’t be badly 
hurt. It’s better to go down one 
trick (perhaps even two trick s) 
than to let the opponents score 
a vulnerable game. 
West should have bid five 
hearts on this reasoning. If West 
had done so, the chances are 
that North would have adopted 
the same policy by bidding five 
spades. By this tim« it would be 
clear that neither side was on 
safe ground, and either East or 
West could double five spades 
with confidence in the result. 
This rule of bidding one more 
in a good trump suit doesn’t ap­ 
ply, of course, when y ou are al­ 
ready out of y our depth. But if 
both sides have bid with appar­ 
ent confidence and safety up to 
a 
high 
level, 
bid one more 
rather than sell out.

To prepare for these weekly adventures into philosophy—on sub­ 
jects like “Soldiers” and “Angels”—Bishop Sheen says he works an 
hour every morning and every evening. The night before his pro­ 
gram . he delivers the entire lecture to two friends — once in French 
and once in Italian. 
‘T h a t’s so I double-think.” he says. “I first think in English and 
then translate it. This helps my concentration.”
